IN HONDURAS 
JAIL REMOVED 


The identity of the woman held 
for Los Angeles authorities in a 
Honduras jail has been virtually 
established as Clara Phillips, con- 
victed murderess and fugitive 
from the Los Angeles County Jail 
since December 5. 

The woman's reaction yesterday 
when shown a photograph of 
Clara printed in a New York paper 
in connection with an article de- 
scribing her crime and flight defi- 
nitely removed all doubt that the 
prisoner in Central America is the 
sensational criminal. whose deeds 
have shocked and electrified North 
America. 

TEARS UP PAPER 

When shown the photograph, 
according to an Associated Press. 
dispatch last night, the tiger girl 
flew into a rage, seized the paper 
and tore it into pieces. Her be- 
havior and reaction on this occa- 
sion left no doubt with those who 
witnessed her. frenzy that she is 
Clara Phillips, convicted murderess 
of Alberta Meadows.

Legislators Handle Number

Vetoed Crime Law 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SACRAMENTO, May “7.—The 
Benate of the State Legislature 
passed twenty-four Assembly bills 
which now go to the Governor, at 
fte session today. It also passed 
two of its own bills, which g0 
next to the Assembly. The Assem- 
bly disposed of nineteen bilis, but 
did not stray tnto the Senate file 
for any of them. 

None of the measures discussed 
today was of a nature to attract 
Statewide interest, although many 
of them were of interest to cer- 
tain groups of citizehs. The bud- 
get, which came back from Gov. 
Richardson with a message veto- 
ing about everything that the 
Legisiature had done to it, was 
made a special order in the As- 
sembly for 11 o'clock tomorrow. 

Much of the day in the Assem- 
bly was given to reconsideration, 
and Scott of San Francisco, got a 
reversal of the verdict on his pro- 
posed constitutional amendment to 
tax certain bonds, mortgages, 
notes, and other securities by State 
taxation instead of attempting to 
reach them through local assess- 
ment. The reason for the pro- 
posed amendment «6 to try to 
reach the securities of winter resi- 
dents, who now avoid taxation 
thereon by the plea that they are 
visitors, and that their holdings are 
exempt from California taxation. 

This amendment, which was de- 
feated last week, was today 
by a vote of 65 aye to six no, and 
sent to the Senate for conourrence. 
If that body acts favorably, it will 
go on the ballot at the next elec- 
tion.

Mrs. Roland Pinger and Mrs. 
Robert Allen, wives of the Amert- 
can Army officers who were re- 
leased by the Chinese railway ban- 
dits while their husbands were 
held by the kidnapers, arrived in 
Tien Tsin today, together with an 
Amertean of the name of Zimmer- 
man. The latter said that he 
escaped through a window of the 
train when it was held up, and re- 
mained in hiding until the bandits 
left with their captives. 

Zimmerman said the desperadoes 
in three squads combed the 
train, robbing the passengers of 
their personal belongings, rifling 
the haggage, and ther rounding up 
and abducting their victims. 

One report wae that the train 
slowed down perceptibly before it 
reached that portion of the track 
which had been torn up by the kid- 
napers. It was suggested that this 
might have meant a collusion be- 
tween the train crew and the rob- 
bers. However, the train crew was 
kidnaped with the passengers with 
the exception of two train boys. 

The relief train which was sent 
to the scene has picked up those 
pasvengers who escaped and is 
tak «g them to Tien Tsin. 

The motive for the train hold-up 
and the subsequent kidnapings is 
believed to have been the hope 
that they could thus force the 
Peking government to reinstate 
the kidnapers, who are mostly dis- 
charged soldiers, in the army.

'REDS FIGHTING 


ALL RELIGIONS 


Failure of Open Attacks 
Brings New Tactics 


Government Hiding in Rear 
While Bettle Rages 


Great Majority Not Fooled 
Through Campaign

government is continuing its fight 
against religion, knowing the 
Communist dictatorship cannot 
prevail while Russians believe in 
God. But after the magnificent 
failure of open attacks it is now 
confining itself to more insidious 
methods. It is endeavoring to 
fight religion with religion. 

Although the results are, for 
practical purposes, insignificant, 
they serve asa basis for propa- 
ganda intended to weaken the 
faith of simple minds. They hope 
by giving to the orthodox Russian 
Church an appearance of wobbling 
to make the peasants doubt the 
creed of their fathers so they may, 
in their confusion, lose all faith. 

Encouraged by government 
agents—although, as usual, the 
government denies any such activi- 
ty-—several counter Orothodox 
factions were formed. Those 
groups were, and still are, small, 
but buildings confiscated from the 
Orthodox Church were given to 
them, along with other privileges, 
to lend them a semblance of pop- 
ulerity, so that eventually their 
activities could be used to create 
an impression that the Orthdox 


Russian Church was denounced by 
believers. 


FACTIONS UNITED 


Recently they succeeded in unit- 
ing these factions in a convention 
for the purpose of denouncing 
Patriarch Tikhon, charging him 
with counter revolutionary activi- 
ties, and with plotting the restora- 
tion of the Czarist regime, and 
— a resolution unfrocking 

m. 

The most important of those dis- 
senting bodies ts called the Living 
Church. It is headed by the arch 
priest, Belkoy, who has been given 
a large chuch in Moscowto serve 
Bolshevist purpoges, and has suc- 
ceeded in establishing other units 
throughout the country which ap- 
pear more important in official 
newspaper reports than they really 
are. Another faction is the Church 
of the Resurrection, headed by 
Bishop Antonio, long known to be 
an ambitious enemy of Patriarch 
Tikhon, 

These two recently formed an 
alliance called the All-Ruasian 
Church Administration, obviously 
of governnrent inspiration/ The 
activities, creeds and motives of 
those sheepskins for the Bolshevisi 
wolves are given out and explained 
by the government indirectly in a 
most unsuspicious manner. There 
is little to suggest the possibility 
of any method of collusion: they 
seem spontaneous, genuine  off- 
shoots, of the old church. 

Still smaller organizations, how- 
ever, are leas cleverly concealed 
under the sheepskins. There is a 
smell of brimstone about name of 
the group headed by the Arch 
Priest, Vedensky, once a popular 
Petrograd prelate—The Unton of 
the Communities of the Ancient 
Apostolic Church. 


BACKSLIDING SCHEME 

This is a Communist scheme of 
gradual backsliding which provides 
that each parish shall eventually 
be a religious, moral, labor com- 
munity. The churches are to initi- 
ate an organization of common 
agricultural units on a Communist 
basis with commonly owned 
gardene, shops, dispensaries and 
food stations. 

There is another so-called Free 
Labor Church for which no more 
than 1000 members is claimed. It 
is haeded by Bishop Iowannik!i. 

Needless to say, the sects exist- 
ing prior to the day the Marxian 
axiom was painted in bold letters 
opposite the sacred chapel of the 
Iberian virgin— “Religion is the 
Opium of the People’’—have not 
joined the ranks of the Bolshevist- 
inspired factions. 

The Baptists and Catholics, who 
are 1,000,000 strong in Russia, are 
not deceived, and have warned 
their followers against the high 
sounding All-Russian Church Ad- 
ministration. Naturally, they, in 
turn, were denounced by the Bol- 
shevists-inspired factions. 

Proof, if any is needed, of the 
purpose of these rfew sects is that 
they assert that the higher church 
hierarchy, headed by Tikhon, who 
is still imprisoned, are, heart and 
soul for the old Czarist regime, 
and have bent their efforts to re- 
store the monarchy, which is the 
worst that can be said-of anyone 
in Russia today. They also propa- 
gate the soviet government's fal- 
lacy that during the great famine 
the old church was a traitor to the 


mass. 

This is a meager light on the 
Communist dictators’ new methods 
to do away with religions, one of 
the greatest menaces to their ex- 
istence, but their campaign has 
succeeded in deceiving but com- 
paratively few Russians, 95 per 
cent of whom are peasants and 
mostly believers.

[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.)

Two months after the dis- 
appearance of Mount his parents 
received an unsigned note stating 
his body would be found in the

JALAPA (State of Vera Cruz, 
Mex.) May 6.-—~ According to an- 
nouncement just made by the De- 
partment of Industry and Com- 
merce of the Mexican government, 
the petroleum-producing possibill-

Mexico, not excluding the big pools” 
of the Tampico fields. It !s stated | 


that the recently discovered petro- 
leum beds will be developed by a 
Mexican company headed by the 
landowner, Manuel Sanchez Rebol- 
ledo, resident of Jalapa. 


Geologists have already made 
the necessary explorations in this 
region and assert there are places 
where the rich mineral liquid oozes | 
to the surface and is of a superior 
quality to the oil produced in the:

“There is no particular cloud on 
the business horizon,” Arthur Rey- 
noids, president of the Continental 
and Commercial Bank, said on re- 
turning from New York today. 
“The break in the stock market 
seems simply to be the rise of over- 
enthusiastic professional operations 
which pushed securities too high 
and and could not unload. The 
recent issu@nce of new securities 
also may have been somewhat too 
large for public absorption. 

“Bank losas are not unduly high 
—in fact, they are not appreciably 
last winter, according 

Furthermore, 
the loans to our country corre- 
spondents have shown a steadily 
declining tendency. This trend 
would belie recent talk that coun- 
try banks have greatly expanded 
their loans, for if such were the 
case they would scarcely be reduc- 
ing their loans with their city cor- 
respondents. 

“There is some slowing down in 
business, but this is not an evil, 
though it has furnished stock mar- 
ket ammunition. But this very 
slowing down, the conservation and 
caution being shown, the halt in 
the upward march of commodity 
prices, all are good things and 
make for an even stronger situa- 
tion that a month or two ago. 
Aside from the gyrations of the se- 
curtties markets, general condi- 
tions are excellent and the future 
appears satisfactory.” 

Several more price declines in 
commodities appeared today, with 
cotton and crude oil the chief fac- 
tors. Cotton slumped $5 to $8 @ 
bale in New York on reports of 
heavier arrivals, better weather for 
the new crop and less demand for 
cotton goods. Prices generally now 
stand 4 to 4% cents below the pre- 
vailing prices of March. 

Crude-oll prices again were re- 
duced from’ 5 to 10 cents a barrel. 
The cut was 10 cents for Wyo- 
ming and Montana oil, meking the 
third reduction in two weeks. Tex- 
as crude was reduced 5 to 10 
cents a barrel, while midconti- 
nent was cut 5 to 8 cents. Reason 
for the recent sharp declines is 
found in overproduction, Gasoline 
production ix.

BUSSES ORDERED 

The street railway companies 
have already, in anticipation 
yesterday's action by the board, 
ordered busses from all of the east- 
ern factories which make them, 
General Manager Kuhrts of the Los 
Angeles Railway and Vice-Presi- 
dent Pontius of the Pacific Electric 
Railway told the utilities commis- 
sioners, and the officials said that 
early next month the busses should 
begin to arrive in Los Angeles and 
will be placed in operation. 

Mayor Cryer was present at yes- 
terday’s meeting of the board and 

the commissioners to take 
immediate action in granting the 
street railway companies’ applica- 
tions for motor bus permits so as 
to start the ball a-rolling for the 
relief of the strap-hangers in over- 
crowded street cars and to provide 
Yacilities for districts which have 
no service now. 

In the report of Chief Engineer 
Lorentz, the four applications for 
long trunk motor-bus lines are 
granted to the Los Angeles Motor 
Bus Company, which is the cor- 
porate-name of the joint Los An- 
geles-Railway Pacific Electric bus- 
line company, which is to operate 
the busses from which transfers will 
be given to all red and yellow cars. 


ACTION FORECAST 


The action taken by the board 
yesterday was forecast following 
the defeat of the McAdoo-Hellman 
independent motor-bus promoters 
at last Tuesday's election. The ap- 
plications of the street railway 
companies approved yesterday and 
the routes of the thirty nifles of 
bus lines and other details are set 
forth in the following report of 
Chief Engineer Lorentz, which was 
unanimously adopted by the board:

A telegram of protest was sent to 
the Governor, Who agreed to with- 
hold his signature until representa- 
tives of the Los Angeles city gov- 
ernment appeared fore him, City 
Attorney Stephens Was in Sacra- 
mento yesterday, and City Engi- 
neer Griffin and a representative of 
the Board of Public Works will 
be there today, under instructions 
from the City Council. All will 
arge the executive to veto the bill. 


TEXT OF MESSAGE 

Following is the telegram of pro- 
test sent yesterday: 
“Assembly bill No. 190 passed 
both houses-without notice by city 
officials, Dangerous to health and 
prosperity of city and would delay 
and obstruct building of our new 
$12,000,000 outfall sewer which 
people voted for five to one last 
Augyst. Bill evidently steered 
through by parties with private in- 
terests {0 serve rather than public 
welfare.

Most of the other salts that are 
needed by the system are supplied 
by giving special thought to the 
diet, but not so with calcium. 
Sherman has said that the ordinary 
mixed diets of the Americans and 
Europeans, at least in cities and 
towns, are probably more deficient 
in calcium than in other mineral 
elements. 

While a sufficient amount of cal- 
clum is very necessary for adults, 
the rapidly growing child needs 
more in proportion to his weight 
than do adults—in fact, he needs 
three to four times as much (in 
proportion to his weight,) because 
he needs to store it up as well 
as to use it in the system.
